The Ails*.had sailed from, 
few Vork en route to-Kingston. Ow- 
ng to the dense fog, the AiUu came to 
uubor just at the south raouitht of the 
surrows. Tlie strong tide that was 
running at the time swung tho vessel's 
lead so that at the time of the coilis- 
sion she was pointing towards- £i«w 
fork.' 
According -to the statements- at MV- 


>ral of the crew, the vessel had be*n 
at anchor but a few minutes when a. 
luge steamer hove in sight and ui- 
hou^h, according to the Ajilsa>'s ciew» 
i continuous ringing of her bell hod. 
)eeu kept up siueeatie came to anchor, 
he vessel came on and struck the 
Ailsa full on the port bow, tearing- out 
a large portion of her side.

This was in- 
stantly done, aud the vessel was- 
leaded for the Fort Hamilton shore. 
Jefore she had gone far, however, srue 
lUed and sank. The captain^ possen- 
fers and part of the crew took, to the 
igging, from which they were res- 
,ued by the tug Harold, which hap- 
>ened to be in the vicinity at the time. 
The Harold, to make the rescue, 
steamed between the masts and di- 
rectly over the deck of the sunken 
-teamer. The Harold also picked up 
ater a part of the crew from.a small 
>oat belonging to the Ailsa. 
According to the crew, only a few 


minutes elapsed from the time the reb- 
el was struck until she went down. 
As far as can be learned La Uourgogne 
uffered little or no injury from the 
comtact. The crew and passengers of 
he sunken steamer were brought up 
co the city by the tug and landed at 
,hc Ship News office of the United 
'ress. 


In interviews with the passengers of 


the ill-fated vessel it was learned thai 
tbe crew of the Ailsa behaved in a 
most cowardly manner. It. ie,aaBerted 
that when La Bourgogne struck the 
Ailsa the crew, instead of trying to-asr 
sist, seemed to be inspired with only 
be desire to save themselves. Tbey 
seized the only available boat which 
,hey quickly lowered and, jumpplng 
nto it pushed off. leaving the passen- 
gers to their fate. 


There were 14 cabin passengers on 


board the Ailsa, among themiseveral 
women. The latter were verging on 
hysterics when seen at the pier ol the 
United Press Ship News office. Some 
of them looked as though they bad 
teen subjected to .some hard usage. 


The officers of the ill-fated, vessel 


deny that the crew abused the passen- 
rers, or wer% guilty of cowardice. 
3apt. Morris of the Ailsa, refused to 
make any statement with regard to 
low the accident occurred. 


J. Weatherspoon, the chief engineer, 


spoke freely about the accident. He 
declared that La Bourgovne was to 
blame, and safcl that the AUsa'a bell 
was rung continuously woU» she lay 
at anchor. Ha was rather indignant 
at the manner hi which the French 
steamer behaved. He denied in toto 
the passengers1 statement, that the 
crew had seized the only available boat 
and abandoned! one passengers to their 
fate. He assert* that the passengers 
refused to go into the small boat and 
sought refuge- in the rigging; that 
upon the refusal of the passengers to 
enter the boat the captain, ordered the 
crew to puJi for the »ho*e, and that 
the vessel Uied and went down so 
rapidly that neither th* passengers 
nor crew were 'able to save any of 
their effects.

of Temperature. 


The people living in this vicinity have 


experienced considerable change of terr 
perature in the past month. Professor 
Coonradt, who is observer at this poiL 
for the weather bureau of the Depart 
ment of Agriculture.^ives some inter 
esting figures in regard to the weather 
of February. The warmest day in the 
month was the —th when the tempera 
ture reached 66 degrees, and the coldest 
day was the 20th when the thermometer 
registered 2 degrees below zero. This 
makes a range of temperature during 
the month of 69 degrees. The greates 
range in one day was on the 21st when 
the temperature fell from 31 degrees to 
2 degrees above zero. After the 21s' 
the temperature increased almost stead 
ily until the 27th, the warmest day 
The change of temperature in February 
of last year was even more marked, tbe 
coldest day being 21 degrees below anc 
the warmest 68 above, a range of 91 
degrees. 


The total precipitation for the pas 


month was 2.61 inches, including rain 
and melted snow. During the month 
4>i inches of snow has fallen. In Feb 
ruary of last year the total precipitation 
was but .94 inches. 


During this month there have been 15 


clear days, 8 cloudy days and 6 partly 
cloudy days.

The last faculty 
and the highest is reason, and this rests 
upon all the others. All these facultie 
should be developed when they are a 
their most rapid growth if the child is I 
be properly developed."

'dated yesterday, lie Bays the Spanish 
minister of state expressed deep regret 
at Barcelona over the affair and offered 
a complete reparation. ' The dispatch 
added that measures have been taken 
for the protection of the United States 
legation.. This act will doubtless tend 
greatly to relieve the situation and pro- 
vent any serious outcome of the mobs 
attack on our consulate at Barcelona. 


The Spanish Minister had early in- 


formation of the trouble at Barcelona 
yesterday and hastened to communicate 
the facts to Secretary Olney, with the 
assurance that Spain could be relied on 
to do everything that propriety re- 
quired to atone for the insult offered 
our consulate. These facts were indi- 
cated to the President and later in the 
evening to some members of the cabi- 
net at dinner at Olney's house. The 
best indications are that no serious 
trouble is anticipated from the fact that 
everything is running along in its usual 
formal quiet manner in both War and 
Navy departments. 


In view of the prompt action of the 


Spanish government disavowing 
the 


Borcelona incident clearly without offi- 
cial sanction and chargeable, to irre 
eponeible students on a holiday, it is 
improbable tbat our government will 
take any further notice of the affair 
beyond instructing Minister Taylor to 
acknowledge in suitable terms our ac 
•ceptance of the Spanish disclaimer. 


MADBfo, March 2.—The Herald says 


the president of the republic of Ecuador 
has asked Spain to grant independence 
to Cuba. Dispatches from Havana Bay 
the newspapers there unanimously con- 
demn the action of tbe United States 
senate. 


LONDON, March 2.—The Pal! Mall

that although Spain recognize* the ab-

SUNK BY 1HE STUMER LA BO DRGOGIE, 


Which Proceeded on Its Way Indifferent 


t* the Fate of the Disabled Vesad— 


Cowardly Action of the Crew of 


the Alias —Resc ucd by a Tug. 


NEW YORK, Mavch l. —The steamship 


Ailsu. at the Atlas line, was sunk 
about J-30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
by the'staainship L» Bourgogne, of tlte 
General Transatlantique Liuer bound 
ft>r Uarve. The AiUa-had! sailed from. 
New V'ork en route to'Kingston. Ow- 
ing to the dense fog, the AiUu came to 
anchor just at the south mouth, of the 
Narrows. The strong tide that, was 
running at tike time swung the vessel's 
head to that at the time of the coilis- 
sion she was pointing towards New 
York. ' 


According to the &tatemeiit»of sev- 


eral of the crew, the vessel had b«*n 
at anchor but a few minutes when a. 
huge steamer hove in sight and <•!.- 
though, according to the Aiilsa>'s-crev^ 
a continuous ringing of her bell had. 
tieuu kept up since slie came to anchor, 
the vessel came on und struck tlte 
Ailsa full on the-port bow, tearing out 
a large portion of her side. 


Immediately after btrikiug^the Ailsa, 


the colliding vessel, which was lea-rued 
to be the t>teamer La Bourgpgne, 
bucked out and after disengaging her- 
self, proceeded on her way without 
making- the slightest offer to> render- 
assistance to the Ailsa. 


Capt. J. W. Morris of the Ailsa WAS 


on the bridge at the time the collision 
occurred, and he immediately gave or- 
ders to weigh anchor. This was in- 
stantly done, and the vessel wa» 
leaded for the Fort Hamilton shore. 
Before she had gone far, lioweverr sh* 
filled and sank. The captain^ passen- 
gers and part of the crew took to th,e 
rigging, from which they were res- 
curd by the tug Uarold, which liap- 
>eu<=d to be in the vicinity at the time. 
The Harold, to make the rescue, 
steamed between the masts and di- 
rectly over the deck of the sunken 
steamer. The Harold also picked up 
later a part of the crew from a small 
joat belonging to the Ailsa. 


According to the crew, only a few 


minutes elapsed from the time the ves- 
sel wab struck until she went down. 
As far as can be learned La Bourgogn/e 
lUffered little or no injury from the 
com tact. The crew and passengers of 
the sunken steamer were brought up 
to the city by the tug and landed at 
the Ship News office of the United 
Press. 


In interviews with the passengers of 


the ill-fated vessel it was learned that 
the crew of the Ailsa behaved in a 
most cowardly manner. It in.aseerted 
that when La Bourgogne struck the 
Ailsa the crew, instead of trying to aar 
sist, seemed to be inspired with only 
the desire to save themselves. They 
seized the only available boat which 
they quickly lowered and, jumpplng 
into it pushed off. leaving the passen- 
gers to their fate. 


There were 14 cabin passengers on 


board the Ailsa, among thenLseveval 
women. The latter were verging on 
hysterics when seen at the pier of the 
United Press Ship. News office. Some 
of them looked as though they had 
been subjected to .some hard usage. 


The officers of the ill-fated, vessel 


deny that the crew abused the passen- 
gers, or were guilty of cowardice. 
Capt. Morris of the Ailsa, refused to 
make any statement with regard to 
how the accident occurred. 


J. Weatherspoon, the chief engineer, 


spoke freely about the accident He 
declared that da. Bourgoyne was to 
blame, and saml that the Ailsa'a bell 
was rung continuously while she lay 
at anchor. He was rather indignant 
at the manner in which the French 
steamer behared. He denied in toto 
the passenger*' statement that the 
crew had seized the only available boat 
and abandoned the passengers to their 
fate. He asserts that the passengers 
refused to go into the small boat and 
sought refuge- in the rigging; that 
upon the refusal of the passengers to 
enter the boat the captains ordered the 
crew to pull for the shove, and that 
the vessel Oiled and went down so 
rapidly th»t neither the passengers 
Dor crew were 'able to save any of 
their effects.

THE GEBBART FIRE. 


Destruction of the Palace Bnmneu 


Block—Low Placed at 


FIRECAUSED BY THE ELECTRIC WIRES 


Incidents of the Conflagration—Henry 


G. Custer Seriourly Injured—Was • 


Caught Under the Falling 


Wall—Amount of In- 


surance. 


Saturday evening between 4:30 and Q 


o'clock the A. F. Oebbart Palate busi-l 
cees block, at the corner of North Water 
and Packard Btreeta, waa completely de- 
stroyed by flie, together with • stock of 
general merchandise valued at $3i,OOC' 
The three-story brick building and fix- 
turea Mr. Gebhart valued at 132,000. 
The insurance on the building waa 
•6000, on the stock 15300. 


The flre broke out, it is supposed, ia 


the southeast corner oo the second floor, 
and was cauaed by some defect in the 
electric wiring. Tbe building had a 
private electric lighting oystem which 
had been in successful operation for 
several years. Just before the flre the 
lights had been turned on. Suddenly 
Jhey grew dim and thep they went out. 
A moment later there was a cry of Ore, 
and in that brief time the entire second 
floor was a mass of furious flames which 
nothing less than a flood could have 
extinguished. The entire tire depart- 
ment responded promptly to the alarm 
which was sent in from the store, but 
when the firemen arrived at the store 
corner they saw at a glance that it would 
be next to impossible to prevent the de. 
struction of the block. All they could 
do was to throw water and that duty 
they performed like trained soldiers. 
Chief Devoro had general charge of the 
men, some of whom were still at work 
at six o'clock Sunday morning. 


Tbe fire was so rapid in its progress 


that Mr. Gebhart and none of his help 
could save any part of the contents ex- 
cept the cash and the books. The help 
in the store and the customers -who 
were making purchases barely had time 
to escape, and some of the salesmen and 
salesladies in the confusion failed to get 
their overcoats and wraps. Dense smoke 
filled the large room and the roar of the 
furious flames above with the fear that 
the floor might tall at any moment tend- 
ed to cause general alarm, and every- 
body sought safety outside. It was well 
they did, for in a very short time the 
whole lover floor waa on flre. And then 
came the fear of injury from falling 
walls. The excitement increased as that 
possibility was suggested,.and those who 
heard it made an effort at once to get 
out of range. 


The front of the big building was con- 


structed of concrete and was very hand- 
some in appearance. The block in fact 
was the pride of the north end, and in 
its destruction everybody in that section 
of the city felt a personal loss. The col- 
lapse of the walla came speedily. They 
fell outward making a noise heard 
blocks away. Tbe concrete front with 
the brick accompanying it filled Water 
street from walk to walk, breaking the 
street railway trolley wue,the,#uy,wires 
and covering the tracks so as to impede 
travel. 


Mr. Qebhart and his son, like the- 


crowd, could only look on and view the 
work of destruction. 


Only a portion of the walls remain 


standing. Tbe foundation walls ut^pafr 
injured. They can be used in the re- 
coLstruction of the block. It is the 
purpose of Mr. Qebhart to rebuild at 
once. 


W. H. Hnbbard-i Lo». 


The frame building just north of '.he 


Gebhart store was occupied by W. H. 
Hnbbard with a svock of drugs. The 
first Mr. Uubbard knew of the flre was 
when a man ruphed past the store and 


ve the alarm. Mr. Hubbard looked 


out of the door and saw that the brick 
building was in flames. He took some 
papers and books and locked the store* 
not thinking that bis placj would be 
damaged; but only a few minutes after 
he was out the north wall fell and 
crashed through the roof. Almost the 
entire stock was a total loss, being de- 
stroyed by the falling brick and by the 
water. Mr. Hubburd places the value 
of his stock between 12500 and 13000. 
He bad an insurance of 91700 in differ- 
ent companies as follows: Merchants', 
1500; 
Hanover Insurance Co., 1600; 


Broadway Insurance Co., $600; Glens 
Falls, 1200. Mr. Hubbard says he may 
be able to get .some of his stock out, 
but what ie saved will not amount to 
much. He will open again as soon at 
he can find suitable quarters. 


Bow Cuter WM Injured. 


When the news of the fire reached the 


office of the Central Union Telephone 
company Henry G.Custer, a lineman,was 
sent at once to the place to save, if pos- 
sible, the telephones'in the building. 
When he reached the flre he saw that it 
was impossible for him to get to the 
'phone ID the Gebbart building, so he 
went to the drug store. Mr. Hubbard 
had locked the door and told him that it 
was unsafe (or him to go inside, bat the 
man insisted and the door was unlocked 
•Sain. Caster got the telephone off the 
wall and had it in hie arms when the 
north wall fell and crushed through the 
roof of the little frame building. He 
was buried under the brick and lumber. 


but fortunately there waa not much fire 
in that part of the place. When tbie 
happened the big building was almost 
entirely gone and the firemen started at 
once to get the man out of his danger- 
•us position. There were many who 
were ready to go into the place and help 
but it was an hoar after the wall fell be- 
fore the men wen able to get Custer 
out Part of the north wall was still 
standing but it looked like it would fall 
every moment. When it w«s learned by 
the 
spectators 
that 
a 
man was 


buried 
in 
the 
ruins 
and 


they saw that the wall waa likely to fall 
on those who were trying to rescue him 
there was great excitement. 
A long 


ladder waa put against the wall as a 
brace and partly protected those who 
were working under it 
When the lire- 


men thought they had Caster free they 
found (bat a big timber pinned down 
one leg. They were unabl»to -mow it 
by hand and a rope was secured aeat 
tied around it so that it wae moved 
enough to free the-man. When Custer 
was carried out the,, front window tbe 
crowd cheered sod crowded around the 
injured ciau so that the police could 
hardly make way for him to be carried 
away. He wae taken to Gilo's cigar 
store and there Dr. W. J. Chenowetb, 
who had been sent for, gave him med- 
ical attention. The man waa made as 
comfortable aa possible. Dr.Chenoweth 
examined his injuries and decided that 
the man had better be taken to his 
home before any attempt was made to 
dress his wounds.

badly brnised. The physician is unable 
to say what the outcome of the man's 
injuries will be but he has some hopes 
of his recovery. 


Took a Hit; Jump. 


During tbe burning of the Gebbart 


building Harry Skelton wae on the roof 
of a shed at the rear of the Foster build- 
ing just across the street from the fire. 
He had a small hose and was trying to 
keep-the shed from catching fire and 
spreading the flames. When he saw the 
south wall of the Gebhart building be- 
gin to fall he feared tbat some of the 
bricks would strike him and be jumped 
to the ground, a distance of fifteen feet. 
He was not hurt much but he received 
a hard shock.

have much time to get out and it is a 
wonder that more were not injured. One 
young lady fainted and was assisted out 
of the building by another clerk. After 
the alarm was given many persons in 
the building did not have time to get 
their cloaks or wraps. About twenty- 
five persons will be thrown out of em- 
ployment

of the ruins which were smouldering.

MONTCLAIB, N. J., March 3.—Com- 


mander and Mrs. Ballingtoa Booth last 
nig-ht issued the following statement 
to the press: 


"Being continually pressed upon all 


sides to state definitely the action we 
shall take in the future, we now de- 
sire to make kno« u our present posi- 
tion. 


"First. We did not wish it said that 


we had talpn the Salvation Army; I 
that we had, through ambitipn, swept' 
the organization in this country out 
of the general's hands, or that we had 
token property which we had ac- 
quired while owing allegiance to him; 
furthermore, we did not want to in- 
fluence those under his authority 
through their loyalty and steadfast- 
ness to us, nor have it said that we 
had proved faithless to a trust reposed 
in us. so far as the administration was 
concerned.

not, therefore, remain idle. We have 
also at heart the interest of Our coun- 
try tliat so loudly called to us to con- 
tinue in action, i Seeing that the pea- 
pie of the United States of America 
m an urgent and unmistakable man- 
ner have voiced their desire that 
we should inaugurate a movement 
affording us an opportunity to con- 
tinue our labors for the uplifting of 
the uncherihhed and unchristsned 
people of onr country; and as there 
appeared to ns no alternative between 
this course and retiring from public 
service, we have decided upon the lat- 
ter action. It is farthest from our 
desire,

and 


independent movement should be hos- 
tile to the one we laloqed so long and 
so hard to upbuild. Th*) United States 
with its vast and ever-increasing 
population should offered ample room

"Third. It would be premature 


here to decide upon the details of our 
future labor. We seek above all else 
Uod'e leading. An organization can- 
not be formed in a day, and one that 
owns Christ as its head cannot be for- 
mulated on the opinions and enthusi- 
asms of the moment. We shall prob- 
ably have but a small beginning, and 
gain step by step.

Fourth. We shall assuredly, under 


any circumstances, stand for the prin- 
ciples we have hitherto upheld, having 
for our aims the saving of souls, the 
unity of effort in work, scriptural 
plainness and self-sacrifice, and sim- 
plicity and distinct!veness of dress that 
speaks of out-and-out Christ follow- 
in?.
